Bran and Shorts 


All Flour in Future Must Bear the 
Designation “Government 
Standard Flour” 


The food control board have in- 
structed the mills that are re-grind- 
ing bran and adding it to the shorts, 
at once to discontinue the practice 
and keep the quality of shorts up to 
standard to meet the pig-feeding re- 
quirements, All flour in future must 
bear the designation “Government 
Standard Flour,” and all quotations 
to the trade must be mace on that 
designation. ‘The mills will be al- 
lowed to put up graham flour in 
seven-pound paper bags, with the 
weight marked outside. 

Mills are ordered, moreover, to en- 
courage™ the purchase of graham 
flour and edible bran and are requir- 
ed to keep the same regularly in 
stock and recommend the adding of 
one pound of edible bran to every 4 
or 5 pounds of government standard 
flour for the making of home-made 
bread.

Already Eng- 
lish and French women have done 
nobly. Canadian women are more 
than willing to do their share in this 
work which is, by far, the most im- 
portant of any war work yet under- 
taken by women. Is it too much to 
say it is the most important yet und- 
ertaken by either men or, women? 
Canadian women have already done 
gauch in nitinitions. Last summer 
found the pioneers in this substitu- 
tion movement doing work on fruit 
farms and dairying. Gardening was 
also carried on successfully.. The 
winter months have been devoted to 
preparation for a more vigorous sub- 
stitution on the land. Practical far- 
ming has been studied, demonstra- 
tions attended, courses taken in poul- 
try-raising, gardening and dairying. 
Like their English sisters, Canadian 
women are training so that when the 
first call comes they can _ present 


themselves thoroughly equipped as 
to training. } 
It is 4ateresting to note that in 


_practically every instance the world 
ever, where women have substituted 
on the land they have been accepted 
grudingly by the farmer and parted 
with regretfully. In cach case he has 
felt that he had drawn-a lucky num- 
ber in the war-time lottery and made 
epecial request to the committee that 
the same unusually, efficient and val- 
ued workers be returned for the next 
seison. In almost every instance it 
was the glowing patriotism of the 
girls that made their work excellent 
nd praiseworthy.

Everybody Must Now 
Eat “ Victory Bread ” 


That Canada is at war will be brought 
home to every man, woman and child 
next month when all bread made from 
standard wheat flour must be labelled 
‘* Victory Bread ’’ and mixed with a, per- 
centage of substitutes for wheat flour. 
This is the effect of a recent order issued 
by the Canada Food Board in a vigorous 
effort to save the existing wheat supplies 
so as to make them last out until the 
wheat of the coming harvest reaches the 
flour mills and the new flour is distributed 
for consumption. 

The new order defines substitates for 
wheat as corn, oats, barley, rice, rye, 
buckwheat, tapioca and any mixture of 
same, potato flour, bran shorts, oatmeal, 
rolled oats, corn meal, corn starch, hom- 
iny, corn grits, rice meal and potato|”’ 
meal, 

On and after July 1st one pound of 
wheat substitnte must be used by all 
bakers, confectioners, and public eating 
places with every nine pounds of standard 
wheat flour in making any bakers’ pro- 
ducts, and the same rule shall apply to 
every person in Canada who bakes bread, 
rolls or pastry for private consumption. 
On and after July 15th in all Canada east 
of Port Arthurthe proportion is to be in- 
ercased to one pound with every four. 
In Port Arthur and the West this in- 
crease is still in abeyauce, preceding the 
report on the quantities of substitutes 
available. 

It is provided in this Order that on 
and after July 15th no licensed dealer 
shall sell for private consdmption east of, 
but not including Port Arthur the propor- 
tion of not less than one pound to two 
pounds of Standard Flour. West of Port 
Arthur the proportion jg kept at one 
pound substitute to four pounds wheat 
flour. The brand ‘‘ Victory Bread’’ is to 
be affixed to every loaf as a guarantee 
that the prescribed amounts of substitutes 
for standafd wheat flour are being in- 
cluded therein, Bread not bearing this 
label may be seized and any person violat- 
ing the regulation is liable on conviction 
to # penalty not $1000 and not
